day bitwron Mr. Hay, Borretary of 
state, and Count Casslni. RusHian am- 
baiaador. As a result the Russian 
goremment will M advised by the 
ambassador that he has the best aHur^ 
ancee that the interest of the United 
States In Manchuria Is abso'utely and 
exclusively commerolal and that the 
consnls sent to Mukdon and Antung 
will confine their activities to the 
faithful care of American trade later- 
ests in that province. 

Count Casslni called at the state de^ 
partmriit Friday to Inquire Into cer- 
tain statomonts in whirh several Eu- 
ropean diplomats had brouKht to his 
attention and interpreted to Indicate 
a eliaage of poUor on the part of the 
United States government in the direc- 
tion of political intervention in Man- 
churia. 

The ronference between the scrre- 
tary and the ambassador was charac- 
terised by frank cordiality on both 
«idee. It is laid that no matter what 
occurs in the far east the United 
States will be fully protected in com- 
mercial and treaty rights so far as 
Russia is able to act in the affair. 

Peking, Jan. 16.— It Is reported from 
consular eources at New-Chwanf? that 
Rtusian" troope are concentrating at 
the towns of Liao-Tang and Hai-Gheng 
and otJier places, where they will be

The Mil 
passed provides a text book commis- 
sion composed of the governor, the 
auditor of public accounU, state treasr 
ui«r and the three members of the 
state board ot eduoatton. The govern- 
or shall be chairman and the super- 
intendent of public Instruction shall 
be secretary and executive officer. The 
ebmmlssioners shall eervie without 
compensation, taking an oath that they 
will receive no beneflti from any con- 
tract. The commisfllon shall receive 
sealed bids for books from publishers 
for live years stating prices at which 
books can be furnished the state or 
any county board of edtication. Ben- 
ate adjourned until Monday. 

House— The Spalding bill, appropri- 
ating $75,000 for a Kentucky exhibit 
at the World's fair, was amended by 
limiting amoont paid to oommission- 
ers to 9250 each for wpenses, and 
making commissioners liable oo their 
bonds for any exorbitant fees or sala- 
ries paid. The amendment to reduce 
the appropriation to |50,000 was lost 
by 51 to 33.

fhose From Other States Can Not BO 
• Adopted In Kentucky. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 16.— Kentucky has 
raised a barrier against its citizens 

adopting chlldr(>n from other states. 
A copy of the law w;ia received I'ritlay 
by Superintendent Allison, of the 
house o< refuge, from the secretary of 
state at Frankfort The news was 
immediately Imparted to the children's 
home, Cincinnati orphan asylum and 
other Institutions that have been in 
the habit of placing children for adop- 
tion with Kentucky families. 

The law is patterned after those In 
force la the sUtes ot Michigan, Indi- 
ana, Wisconsin and Illinois, and makes 
it punishable by a fine of $100 for any 
one to adopt a child from onf.«Ide the 
state. The enactment of tho law by 
the state of Kentucky causes general 
surprise^ for the resson that the state 
is virtually without children's homes 
or orphanages. 

It 18 claimi d Ohio Is now caring for 
hundrcdfl of Kentucky children who 
without the hospice offered would be 
rendered homeless. 

The three institutions named above 
are now harboring upward of a hun- 
dred children who have emigrated 
from Kentucky In the last five years. 
Some, It Is claimed, have been sent 
here for the express purpose of find- 
ing hdmee in Cincinnati's charitable 
institutions^ 

KKNTUCKY UNIVERSITY.

Ohio Coal Operators Have Re- 
duced the Price of the 
Fuel at the Mine*. 

Columbus, O., Jan. !«.— Tho Ohio 
miners' convention Friday decided to 

make permanent the One per cent, as- 
sessments on earnings of miners for 
a relief or defense fund. Fifteen thou- 
sand dollars Is to bo kept available at 
all times for immediate needs. 

The initiation fee for Inexperienced 
men was raised to $20 with a view to 
the checking of the Influx of foreign- 
ers to th(; mines of Ohio. 

The convention r( fused to concur In 
a resolution pres< nti <l by the Colum- 
bus Trades and Labor Assembly con- 
demning tho coal carrying and coal 
producing combinations of the state. 
President Haskins advised the miners 
to l<eep out of the controversy, a.s a 
fight for cheaper coal did not mean 
less profits for mining companies or 
railroads, but cheaper wages for mln 
ers. 

Before adjourning Friday evening 
.the conv(^ntion adopted the report of 
the scale committee, but it will not be 
made public until presented to the na 
tional convention at Indianapolis. Ac 
tlon on the scale question was taken 
In secret session. It is understood the 
in csent prices for mining are reafllnn- 
ed and the delegates to the national 
(onveutlon Instructed to oppose any 
reduction. The Ohio delegates leave 
Saturday for Indianapolis. 

As a result of overproduction of 
Ohio coal, operators have reduced the 
price of coal at the mines from 10 to 
25 cents per ton within the last week. 
The prevailing price for lump coal at 
the mines now is |1.50 per ton. Some 
of the largo operators who have been 
selling only to the steem trade say 
they are now in a position to compete 
for domestic trade, but deny that any 
war In prices is being waged against 
the smaller operators.

Ths Constitutional Convention of Pan- 
ama Meets. 

Panama, Jan. \i. — ^Members of the 
Junta gad several consular repressntsr 
ttves were preeent Priday at the first 

session of the constltiitlonal conven- 
tion, which was also attended by a 
great crowd of people. 

Dr. Pablo Arosen^ena, temporary 
president of the convention, delivered 
the opening address, which was re- 
peatedly Interrupted by applause. Dr. 
Arosemena said: 

"The rep\iblic will live less by Its 
material power than by the .virtues It 
will practice. Independence must be 
maintained and the republic must 
adopt without reserve that policy of 
probity which Is bom of Justice and 
knowledge." 

Repri sentatlve Burgcs proposed that 
the convention should send a patriotic 
salute tu the JunU for its distinguished 
services to the ooaatry. This was 
unanimously approved, thus Indicating 
the cordial relations which OSiOt be- 
tween the leflslatlvo and tho oaecu- 

tlve powers. 

The message from the junta to the 
convention begins by reviewing the 
history of the independence movement 
and Its causes. The Junta, formally 
resigns legislative powers to the con- 
vention and lays before It an account 
of its acts, giving the reasons tlierc 
for. It says that the revenn. s oi tlie 
republic are inaufllcient, because the 
commercial tax hM been considera- 
My diminished, owing to the anticipa- 
tion of the changes which the ratifica- 
tion of the canal treaty would effect in 
tho revenue system, and. also, owing 
to the inevitable Increase in the army 
and the navy. 

The Junta formally Informs the con- 
vention of the ratification of the canal 
treaty and says It has i)owerful rea- 
sons for such ratification. The mes- 
sage goes on to say that the lu nefits 
to be derived from this treaty are in- 
calculable and that a seed has been 
sowed whieli wHl grow Into a tree of 
greatest benefit to posterity and that 
this treaty will realize the noble and 
high n^te aUoaa of the peo pla 

RAILROAD ROMIRIIt. 

One of the Most Daring and Extensive 
Unearthed In Ashland, Wis. 

Ashland. Wis.. Jan. 16.— The police 
hero have unearthed one of the most 
daring and extensive railroad roblier- 
les over committed In this city. Dur- 
ing tho post few.years the Northwest- 
ern road hsB tieea robbed of thousands 
of dollars* worth of coal and merchan- 
dise by an organized band of their 
employee. Almost every car of coal

volver having been placed in an incision 
of fleah made with • peaknifa, evldeatly 
to keep bia fliiih from baiaR powdmr 
barned. 

The man la a mystery. He came from 
Baltimore, over the C. and O., and from 
a letter foand in his pocket he had leas 
than ten dajTi afo rataHNd from f trip 
abroad. 

He has evidently at one time been a 

profesaor in some of the leading collegea 
of the country and had letters of recom- 
meadation from the University of Oia^ 
cinnati add from Richard G. BfoattODi of 
the Chicago University. 

He had oonsiderable money, avd left a 
note written juat a few minutea before 
bis euicide, which gave as a reason for 
his rash act that he bad devoted bia en- 
tire life to the study of literature, and 
tha(., u ISaltiuiore newspaper (the Sun) 
had criticised some of his writings, which 
he thought cruel and unfair, and that he 
could not stand the censure. 

Many believe the man must have been 
insane. He had been reading a copy of 
Homer'a Odisaey J oat beiora eadiag his 
life.
